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This is a decision on the renewed petition under 37 C.F.R. 

§ 1.181(a) to withdraw the holding of abandonment, filed on July 

31, 2006. 



BACKGROUND 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
reply in a timely manner to the non-final Office action, mailed 
March 9, 2005, which set a shortened statutory period for reply 
of three (3) months. No response was received, and no 
extensions of time under the provisions of 37 C.F.R. §1.136 (a) 
were requested. Accordingly, the above-identified application 
became abandoned on May 10, 2005. A notice of abandonment was 
mailed on September 23, 2005. 

The original petition was filed on October 25, 2005, and was 
dismissed via the mailing of a decision on June 5, 2006.

Consequently, it 
was not recognized by the Office as a petition, and was not 
routed to the Office of Petitions for consideration. 
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ANALYSIS 
37 C.F.R. §10. 18(a) sets forth: 

For all documents filed in the Office in patent, trademark, and other non- 
patent matters, except for correspondence that is required to be signed by 
the applicant or party, each piece of correspondence filed by a practitioner 
in the Patent and Trademark Office must bear a signature, personally signed 
by such practitioner, in compliance with § 1.4(d) (1) of this chapter. 

The present petition has not been executed, and as such, it 
cannot be processed. For this reason, the petition under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.181(a) is DISMISSED.
